Confidential Informant I I who has furnished reliable 
Information in the past, advised on May 20, 1955, that HUDSON was 
the subject of a "Life" magazine expose during about 1942 or 1943, at 
which time photographs were shown of him testifying before some Senate 
Investigating committee at tliat time. This informant advised that

HUDSON was also the subject of several broadcasts made by 
WALTER WINCHELL, at which time WINCHELL nicknamed HUDSON 
"Poison Cup" HUDSON, and that as he recalled HUDSON was at the 
time of the expose and radio broadcast residing in Omaha,

that after the appearance before the Senate Investigating 
Committee and the "Life" magazine article concerning him, 02 

HUDSON left Omaha and took up residence In Lincoln, Nebraska. 7C 
He stated that HUDSON came to Newcastle, Wyoming, approximately 
twelve years ago, apparently from Lincoln, Nebraska, and is 
presently employed by the Continental Trailways Bus Co. Ticket L- 
Office in Newcastle, which is located in the Burlington Railroad 
Depot. 


Confidential Informant! |advised further that 
HUDSON had recently been receiving numerous bundles from a 
source in Memphis, Tennessee, and that it is his opinion that 
HUDSON is remailing a certain amount of the literature which 
is being received by him from that source. The informant was 
unable to state the nature of the material being received or 
remailed by HUDSON, but did recall that four or five years 
ago HUDSON had actively published a mimeograph ed pa per which 
he captioned^America in Distress." Informant ! I stated that 
he did not believe that HUDSON had actively published this 
paper in the past four or five years, but rather had confined 
his activities to the receipt of various publications and possibly 
the remailing of the literature received. 

This informant also recalled that HUDSON has in the 
past received some type of publication from a so urce known as 
Biltz City, near Omaha, Nebraska. The informant ! | stated that 
as he recalled the publication gotten out in years gone by 
by HUDSON entitled "America in Distress" was of the type that 
was anti-everything and was strictly a "Hatefitype of publication.
